REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


ScHooL ADMISSION. 


No child will be admitted to the first grade who has not 
attained the age of five years on the date of opening school 
in September. Pupils are admitted to this grade only at 
the beginning of the school year, unless they have been in 
attendance at some other school. The age of compulsory at- 
tendance is eight years, so that any child whose eighth birth- 
day falls between the opening and closing of the school year 
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must enter at the beginning of the school year. On the other 
hand, any child not included in the above statement, attend- 
ing school between the ages of five and eight years, must be in 
regular attendance; otherwise he may be dismissed from 
school for the remainder of the school year at the discre- 
tion of the Superintendent.

Superintendent’s Report. 


To the- Schoo! Board of Haton: 


The new Educational Law of 1919 stipulated that the 
school board of every district should provide standard ele- 
mentary schools, and further defined a standard school as 
(1) one “maintained for at least 36 weeks in each year, 
(2) in a suitable and sanitary building, (3) equipped with 


approved furniture, books, maps Sor One necessary ap- 


pliances, (4) Paha by an approved teacher, (5) directed 
and supervised by an approved superintendent, (6) with 
suitable provision for the care of the health and physical 
welfare of all pupils.” With the exception of the first, 
all of these provisions were carried out at Eaton last year. 
On account of the severity of the winter, and the preva- 
lence of sickness during the winter term, the two. schools, 
by permission of the State Board of Education, closed on 
July 2, lacking two weeks of the required thirty-six. 
T'rom all indications there will be no difficulty in main- 
taining the schools for the full amount of time this year. 
The remaining five provisions of the above regulations 
are fundamental and nothing less than these shonld be 
acceptable to all those interested in the welfare of our 
schools. Both of the Eaton schoolhouses are suitable and 
sanitary, and the one at Snowville, with the recent im- 
provements, including six new windows, a new blackboard 
and the interior freshly painted, is attractive as well. I 
wish to assure the School Board at this time of my appre- 
ciation of the spirit in which they carried out my sug- 
gestions in regard to the improvement of the schoolhouses. 
Early in my work ag your Superintendent I recognized 
the lack of suitable text-books as one of the greatest handi- 
caps to the efficient work of the schools. Not only were 
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many of the books of old date and inconsistent with the 
ideas of modern educational progress, but the supply was 
limited. This condition is much improved, and excellent 
books have been purchased to the extent that State Aid has 
allowed money for that purpose. Both of the schools are — 
deficient in wall-maps, and it is my suggestion that enough 
money be appropriated at the coming annual school meet- 
ing to purchase a case of maps for each school. History 
and geography cannot be well taught without them. 

It is very advantageous to keep a good teacher in the 
same school for a period of years. It is distinctly un- 
fortunate to be obliged to change teachers in any school 
during the year. It was with regret that the resignation 
of Miss Itounds, of the Snowville school, was received last 
June. She had shown herself to be a faithful and efficient 
teacher, with a deep interest in the community. At South 
Eaton, Miss Ina Littlefield, on account of sickness, was 
obliged to resign in the middle of the year. Miss Velma 
Warburton substituted for several weeks, and Miss Fan- 
nie Shortridge finished out the year. Mis, Mary C. Me- 
loon, a certified teacher of much experience, was elected 
to the position at Snowville, and Miss Annie Harmon, 
an experienced teacher, with two New Hampshire sum- 
mer Normal courses to her credit, was elected to the South 
Eaton school. Both teachers are doing excellent work. 

‘The average attendance for the two schools last year 
was 88 per cent. The average for the whole state was 92 
per cent. Our schools should not fall below the average. 
There were many cases of sickness, where absence was wn- 
avoidable; but there were also cases where the parent was 
negligent of his responsibility in this matter. A child’s 
absence from school not only retards his own progress but 
that of the whole class and school, and thus becomes a 
matter of concern to all taxpayers. 

“The district shall furnish transportation to all pupils 
below the ninth grade who live more than two miles from 
the school to which they are assigned. . . . Pupils 
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who are to be transported may be required to walk any 
reasonable part, not exceeding one mile, of the distance 
from their homes to the school.’ In accordance with the 
above provisions of the law, three transportation routes are 
being operated, all to and from the Snowville school. The 
total cost of these routes makes a large item of expense, 
but as the routes are widely separated it is imevitable. 

At the end of this report I have prepared several tables 
dealing with statistics of our schools, which may be of in- 
terest to the people of Hiaton. 

In conclusion, let me thank you for your constant co- 
operation in my work. I trust that the present year may 
prove to be a prosperous one for our schools.
